When 
the flames began to burn the shed 
several buckets of water were 
thrown on the building m an ef- 
fort to extinguish the blaze but 
the efforts were of no avail. The 
flames, fanned by the high wind, 
swept to the smokehouse and from 
there to one end of the residence.
